Bishop Oxnam’s 
Group Asks For 
Radio License 


Ultimate Aims Include 
Network Of Stations For 
Evangelical Broadcasts 


Washington, — (NC) — Plans 
for a network of evangelical radio 
broadcasting stations were reveal- 
ed here in hearings held by the 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion on the claims of 17 applicants 
seeking five frequency modulation 
(FM) channels in the New York- 
New Jersey area. 


One of the applicants was the 
Radio Corporation of the Board 
of Missions and Church Extension 
of the Methodist Church, headed 
by Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam, 
widely known for his anti-Cath- 
olic attacks. . 


Papers in the case state that 
while the corporation sought only 
one broadcasting channel at the 
‘time, “its ultimate plans include 
a network of evangelical stations,” 
and that “it is contemplated that 
eventually other evangelical re- 
ligious bodies will join with the 
Methodists in the control and op- 
eration of the proposed New York 
station.” 


The corporation was formed by) 
the Methodist Board of Missions| 
“for the purpose of operating all | 
types of radio stations in the pro- 


motion of the missionary enter- 
prises and the whole Christian pro- 
gram.” It expressed a desire to 
use the contemplated evangelical 
network “to reach out to those 
of the Protestant faith in the com- 
munity and nation.” However, it 
was said, it “did not contemplate 
that its broadcasts would be lim- 
ited to religious programs, and it 
offered to “make its facilities avail- 
able to other religious faith on an 
equal basis.” 


The FCC denied the application 
of the Radio Corporation of the 
Board of Missions in this instance. 
It noted that it promised to pro- 
vide “a new and different type of 
FM service,” but said it could not 
conclude that this “would be su- 
erior or more valuable to the 
ew York listening audience” 
than the programs of two-long es- 
tablished applicants with whom it 
was competing, or of a third com- 
petitor, the Unity Broadcasting 
Corporation, organized by the In- 
ternational Ladies Garment Work- 
ers, A. F. of L. The Commission 
held that the Unity Corporation 
had “demonstrated a somewhat 
greater initiative in preparing for 
a broadcast service in the public 
interest,” and noted that it sought 
“to procure FM sets at wholesale 
rices for its members.” It also 
said the Unity Corporation “has 
advanced further than the Board 
of Missions in its efforts to enlist 
the aid of other civic agencies 
and organizations in the control 
and operation of its station.”

At press time Pope Pius had not ag yet commented on the 
elections, but officials attached to the Vatican said that the officers 
of the State Secretariat were watching the election reports with 


greatest interest.

Notre Dame, Ind.—The 1948 
Presidental election campaign will 
be “a supreme test of our electoral 
system,” Dr. Jerome G. Kerwin, 
Professor of Political Science at 
the University of Chicago, writes 
in the April issue of the “Review 
of Politics,” learned quarterly pub- 
lished at the University of Notre 
Dame. The issue was published 
this week. 

In his article Dr. Kerwin stress- 
es that each presidential candidate 
this year will be “an educator.” 
As such, he adds, each candidate 
will have “to reduce to under- 
standable terms the complex eco- 
nomics of the world situation—a 
task neither easy nor capable of 
cheap drama.” 

Dr. Kerwin also points out that 
“every national election for gener- 
ations to come will be an inter- 
national event. The economic 
power of this country gives it a 
mastery over the fate of other na- 
tions such as no other world power 
has possessed.” Further he claims 
that. “a traditional doctrine of iso- 
Jation played upon by certain 
groups of politicians has prevented 
the larger number of American 
citizens from realizing the hard 
facts of international develop- 
ments.” Now these former isola- 
tionists as aided by leftist think- 
ing “may possibly delay economic 
reconstruction and bring down 
upon the United States a lasting 
hatred of other nations, leaving it 
to confront its future enemies 
alone,” he claims.

Enemies Of Church Exposed 


We have noted that the wide circulation of The Menace 
Was one of the reasons for the founding of Our Sunday 
Visitor. We also referred to its “sister-sheets,” which 
sprang up everywhere because bigotry had been unleashed 
as never before. Some of those sister-sheets, now defunct, 
bore these names: The Peril, The American Defender, The 
American Sentinel, The Beacon Light, The Crescent, The 
Converted Catholic Evangelist, The Crusader, The Emanci- 
pator, The Guardian, The Good Citizen, The Jeffersonian, 
The Liberator, The Masses, The Patriots, The Silverton 
Journal, The Sentinel of Liberty, The Torch, Watson’s 
Magazine, The Yellow Jacket, among a host of others. 


They all sought to widen their circulation by employing 
men throughout the nation who had previously toured the 
country to speak for Socialism; and also scores of others, 
for the most part, mountebanks, or men and women who 
paraded under false colors, persons without character, who 
were willing to lend themselves to any cause if it paid them 
in the “coin of the realm.” Usually an editor of The Menace 
prepared the addresses which these people were to deliver, 
and they, in turn, were to get subscribers for that paper. 
They spoke under the auspices of a Socialist Unit or a Prot- 
estant congregation for which they received a “silver collec- 
tion.” 


Because these speakers were advertised very often as 
ex-priests and as ex-nuns, Father Noll sent a letter to every 
Catholic pastor in the country, suggesting that if one of them 
came into his territory, he should send a couple of gentlemen 
to hear the tirade, and then to ask the following question: 
“When, where and by whom were you ordained?” Or “where 
is the religious house located in which you were invested as a 
nun?” 

Usually that one question embarrassed the speaker 
greatly. If a man he well realized that if he actually had 
been a priest, it would be on record in the Chancery Office 
of the diocese for which he was ordained, or in the Pro- 
vincial House of the Religious Order to which he claimed to 
have been formally attached. He also realized that if he 
was falsely parading as an ex-priest, or she as an ex-nun, it 
would be impossible to answer the questioneer, whereupon 
the audience would immediately become suspicious of the 
honesty of the speaker. 


Father Noll decided that the best way to destroy the in- 
fluence of these “lecturers,” who capitalized bigotry, would 
be to expose the character of the publishers of The Menace, 
on whom nearly all other anti-Catholic editors or speakers 
depended for the material they circulated or broadcast. A 
thorough investigation disclosed that the original founder 
of The Menace, who came from The Appeal to Reason, com- 
mitted suicide; that his successor, W. F. Phelps, who for- 
merly managed the business of The Appeal to Reason, was 
discharged because he was adjudged too immoral even to 
have a place on that Socialist publication (see Appeal, Feb- 
ruary 14, 1905). 

Two genuine ex-priests testified that books which they 
were credited with having written against the Church were 
actually written, in large part, by editors of The Menace 
staff. One of them (Crowley). charged that he was not being 
paid the royalties promised, and the other (Fresenborg) who 
later sought reconciliation with the Church, declared that 
what he had to retract was written in The Menace office. 

In the issue of April 10, 1920, of The New Menace, which 
followed the burial of the old after Our Sunday Visitor had 
done most to kill it, it was declared that W. F. Phelps and 
Ear] McClure grew rich from The Menace, which was “a 
veritable mint in the point of money making.” Yet The 
Menace went into receiver’s hands after its publishers had 
milked its customers dry. After its demise the plant burned 
down (December, 1919) but the company which had insured 
the same refused to pay the insurance. You may surmise the 
reason why. 

After Father Noll publicized over the nation the char- 
acter of the men behind this publication, and their motives, 
yeople everywhere became ashamed for having supported 
i and bitter because they had been “taken in.”

Of course, the men who had been touring the country 
as “patriots,” but-actually as “fomenters of intolerance,” 
were forced to retire from the role they had filled because it 
no longer paid. 

Father Noll wrote all over the world for data concern- 
ing men and women who posed as ex-priests and ex-nuns, 
and with more than the anticipated success. He gathered 
dependable information on nearly one hundred of them, 
which he published in a book entitled Defamers of the 
Church. At that time there were actually forty persons, 
whose past records he procured, falsely posing as priests be- 
fore the public; and nine women who paraded as ex-nuns 
were also fakes. 

Our Sunday Visitor exposed as religious frauds, or as 
dishonest, or as sailing under false colors, thirty-one other 
persons. 

Since all these speakers were wont to incorporate into 
their talk the old “stock charges” against Catholics and 
their Church, Our Sunday Visitor authorized any Catholic 
priest or any Catholic organization to publicize, in a local 
paper, or on posters, the following reward: 


$1,000.00 REWARD! 
For Proof of Any of These Charges. 

1—Catholics cannot be loyal to the United States gov- 

ernment, for they owe temporal allegiance to the 

Pope; 
2—The Pope interferes with American politics; 
8.__The Catholic Hierarchy controls a political machine; 
4—-Catholics are forbidden to read the Bible; 


5—Catholics worship images and statues; 
6—Immorality is common in monasteries or convents; 
7—The Jesuits teach “The end justifies the means”; 
8The Knights of Columbus take the so-called “Alleged 
K. of C. Oath”; 
9._The Jesuits take the “Jesuit Oath” circulated by 
their enemies; 
10—Girls are forced into the Sisterhoods Sr retained in 
them against their will; 
11—Catholics seek to destroy the public schools; 
12—The Catholic Church refuses to acknowledge as valid 
the marriages of Protestants; 
13—Catholics are given undue government patronage; 
14—-Our country would be benefited by closing the paro- 
chial schools; 
15—The assassins of Lincoln, Garfield, McKinley were 
Catholics; 
16—Lincoln’s “Dark Cloud” utterance is genuine: 
17—Catholics believe that the Pope should rule in a tem- 
poral way over the world. 


This reward was widely publicized in those days, and it 
still stands, yet no one has ever proved a claim to it. It is 
true that seven or eight persons reported to Our Sunday 
Visitor that they had the data by which one or more of those 
seventeen charges could be sustained, but when the editor 
wrote to ask them if they were willing to submit the same, 
to three judges, one to be chosen. by the accuser, one by Our 
Sunday Visitor, and a third selected by these two, the claim- 
ant of the reward was never again heard from.

Proof That The Church Dates Back To Apostles 


E best way to trace the con- 
Theat of the Catholic Church 
from the time of Christ is to go 
pack over the list of Popes from 
Pope Pius to Peter; it is nearly as 
sasy as it is to trace the succession 
of Presidents from Truman to 

ington. | 
gory the answer to the charge 
that Popes can be traced back only 

ird century: 
pl many of the Popes of 
the first three centuries had to live 
with the faithful in the Catacombs, 
history records little of their Acts. 
This has led churchmen of many 
sects to claim that the Papacy did 
not come into being until late in 
‘ke third century, that it was, 
therefore, not instituted by Christ, 
but self-asstrted. They are re- 
futed, of course by the writings of 
many saints and Christian schol- 
ars of the first centuries, such as 
Clement, the third Pope, in the 
frst century, Ignatius of Antioch 
also in the first century, by Ire- 
naeus, Polycarp, disciple of St. John 
the Apostle, Origen, Tertullian—all 
of the second century. These writ- 
ers all refer to the first and second 
century Popes, 

St. Augustine, who was a con- 
vert to the Church early in the 
fifth century, in his argument 
against the Donatists, gives the 
names of all Popes and the order 
of their succession from Peter up 
to his time. They numbered thir- 
ty-nine and among the first thirty, 
twenty-nine fell victims as mar- 
tyrs to the Roman persecutors. 

There is no doubt, of course, 
about the name of Popes who have 
governed the Church from St. Au- 


gustine’s Day. That list contains 
the names of 261 incumbents, 
which you,can find in many Cath- 
olic books of instruction. 

Are there any other convincing 
proofs that the Church goes back 
to the Apostles? Ret 

Yes, they are contained chiefly 
in the General Councils held in 
nearly every cen , beginning 


with the year 325, r Constan-| 


tine gave the Church her freedom. 
These Councils were always pre- 
sided over by a Pope or his dele- 
gate, even when they were held in 
Nice, Ephesus or Constantinople, 
where a Patriarch of the Greek 
Rite lived. In fact, the first eight 
General Councils of the Church 
were held in cities where the Greek 
Rite prevailed. : . 
But was not the line broken 
when unworthy Popes were chosen? 
No, no more than the original 
Apostolic body failed, because it 
had a Judas in its ranks. On sev- 
eral occasions there were two and, 
on one occasion, three claimants of 
the Papacy. But there could have 
been only “one” legitimate Pope at 
any time, even if others were set 
up against him by the influence of 
Kings or Emperors. It was not 
difficult to prove who was the legit- 
imate Pope according to the reg- 
ulations by which he is elected. 
You are all familiar with the 
words of Macaulay, the English 
historian, who had no special love 
for the Church, but who traced her 
origin back to Pepin, who crowned 
Charlemagne, and who said that the 
Papacy can be traced far beyond

‘English statesmen, Gladstone, 
wrote that the Church, under the 
Popes, “has marched at the head 
of civilization for fifteen centuries,” 
he did not mean that the Church, 
governed by a successor of St. 


Peter, was not in existence before 
the fourth century. What he meant 
was that she advanced civilization 


from the time she received the 
freedom to carry on her work in the 
fourth century. 

No Protestant is able to write 
history unless he has recourse to 
Catholie records, because there 
were no other records for fifteen 
centuries, and these records leave 
no doubt about the existence of the 
Church, presided over by a Pope 
continuously from the very time 
of the Apostles, 


How can you say that the 


States has not sought support for parochial schools, when 
you yourself have advocated it? 


We have defended the “prin- 
ciple” that such support is due the 
parish schools in justice, without 
pressing for the grant of that jus- 
tice. State and Federal taxation 
authorities should have been guid- 
ed by the “justice” motive above 
all others. “Fairness” to every 
portion of the citizenry has al- 
ways been an American slogan, 
but it has not found its applica- 
tion in the case of schools. 

The Supreme Court of the United 
States declared some 26 years ago 
that private schools are legal and 
that parents have a full right to 
send their children to them. If 
they render the same service to 
the child as do the public schools, 
and in a manner equally efficient, 
then the tax money collected from 
parents who cheose’ the parish 
school should be paid for the main- 
tenance of those schools, as is done 
in nearly every other country. 


Surely you will agree with us that 
if a parish school is both legal 
and efficient, those who patronize 
them should not be penalized and 
made to support both systems, or 
to put it in different words, they 
should not be forced to educate 
their own children besides an equal 
number of children who are not 
their own. 

By “public funds” surely we are 
not to understand “non-Catholic 
funds.” Public.funds are contri- 
buted by all the people of the 
country and a very large portion 
by Catholics, eighty per cent of 
whom live in the large cities, 
where the school tax is highest. 
Public school funds should mean, 
as the words actually imply, funds 
for the education of the children 
of the entire “public.” If paro- 
chial schools teach the public 
school curriculum as thoroughly 
and efficiently as the so-called “pub- 
lic” schools do, then why should 
they not receive the same sup- 
port? If, in addition, they im- 
part religious instruction, which 
is admittedly a good thing, why 
should they be penalized, espe- 
cially as none of the funds would 
be used for that service? 

The public schools do not only 
receive all the school tax money 
of Catholics, but actually capital- 
ize on the Catholic school. For in- 
stance, in practically all states, the

“It reaffirms emphatically its

Berlin 


We hope that the American gov- 
ernors of German territory will 
not be fooled by the Communists 
who hope to get hold of the ris- 
ing generation by controlling 
their education completely. The 
Communist policy has been to in- 
doctrinate school children with the 
ideas about Sovietism, 


‘ed in Berlin a School Act which 


‘established a State School mono- 
| poly. 


This Act is subject to re- 
‘view and veto by the Allied Con- 


‘trol Council, of which the Amer- 
ican, French, British and Russian 


‘military authorities are represent- 
ed. That the Act is resented by 
Christian parents is clear from 
the fact that 65,600 Berlin par- 
‘ents have protested against the 


‘enforcement of such an Act. It 


has been traditional in Germany to 
‘allow religious groups, Catholic or 
Latheran, to establish their own 
'schools and even to support them. 
‘But that would greatly check the 
‘advance of the Communist cause. 
‘If the United States is committed 
'to the need of checking Commun- 
‘ism, as it certainly shows itself 
to be under the Marshal Plan, it 
should back these Christian par- 
ents and their children as the best 
anti-Communist weapon, harness- 
ed in an anti-Communist cause 
without any cost. 


Hungary 


Somewhat over a year ayo, be- 
fore complete domination by the 
Russians, the Hungarians had a 
rather free election and over- 
whelmingly defeated Communist 
candidates for office. But that did 
not interfere with the control of 
the state by Communists, as we 
have since learned. 


In Czechoslavakia there were 
only ninety-three Communist de- 
puties in the Parliament of three 
hundred, but there too they are 
now in control. 


A few weeks ago a number of 
Hungarian young men and women, 
between the ages of eighteen and 
twenty-five, escaped from Hungary 
in order to avoid deportation to 
Siberia. Some of them came into 
Belgium and they reported that 
the “Russians have started to ship 
large numbers of young men and 
women to the Soviet Union for 
forced labor. Thousands of young 
Hungarians have fled and are now 
trying to reach safety in some 
western country.” 

John Colbert, a deputy of 
the Catholic Peeples’ Democratic 
perty, tried to escape from Hun- 
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gary, but was arrested before he 
had the opportunity. 


At the time of the Russian coup 
in that country the Communist 
leaders exhibited a rather friendly 
attitude towards the Church in the 
hope of reducing its opposition, 
but now because it is regarded as 
the one rallying point for anti- 
Communist Hungarians, it is be- 
ing annoyed in various ways. The 
Communist authorities have tried 
to create a left-wing within the 
Church, a rift between the higher 
and lower clergy. 


No Honest Ex-Priests 


Three priests, one of whom had 
been raised to the Bishopric in the 
“Old Catholic” sect in Poland, 
have returned to the Church after 
taking part in a “serious retreat,” 
and apologizing for the scandal 
they gave to their fellow country- 
men. 


Following is in part the volun- 
tary statement made by the three 
penitents at the time of their ap- 
plication for reinstatement in the 
Church: 


“We the undersigned: Rev. 
Wladyslaw Faron, Rev. Bronislaw 
Jeger and Rev. Antoni Kafel, for- 
merly priests of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church, state in full conscious- 
ness of our step: 


“Some time ago—in the period 
of difficulties—we broke down in 
the Holy Faith and the Church 
discipline, and we relinquished the 
Roman Catholic Church, and joined 
the so-called Polish Old Catholic 
Church. 

“Today, having arrived to full 
discernment, we are aware of the 
fact that we are on the false 
road... 

“Therefore, regretting our mis- 
take from the bottom of our heart, 
we return with contrition and foy 
to the Holy Roman Catholic 
Church, and we beg God Almighty 
to forgive us our apostasy. We 
commit ourselves to the mercy of 
the Holy Father, and we deeply 


apologize to the clergy and peo- |= 


ple for the scandal wrought. We 
are deeply confident that the Holy 
Church, our Mother, will look upon 
us like erring and penitent chil- 
dren and will again accept us. . . 

“And because we took some 
faithful from the Holy Roman 
Catholic Church by our example 
and teachings, we call upon and 
beseech all of them to follow us 
now, and return to the unity of 
Faith and the Holy Church, com- 
mitting themselves to the mercy 
of God and the mercy of the 
Charch. 

“We submit this statement with 
full knowledge of our step, com- 
pletely voluntarily and without 
any pressure, in witness of which 
we appose our signatures: 

Rev. Wladyslaw Faron, Rev. 
Bronislaw Jeger, Rev. Antoni 
Kafel.”

Francis Of Assisi 
Was A Troubadour 
Of Jesus Christ

AR the most gentle and lov- 
able of all the saints of God is 
Francis of Assisi. He has captured 
the hearts of all the world. Even 
those of no faith turn wistful eyes 
toward this troubadour of Christ, 
whose love for everything in na- 
ture, animate and inanimate, made 
him a minstrel singing always the 
praises of God: Yet a careful study 
of his life discloses that for all his 
lightheartedness and mirth he was 
among the most fearless of all. His 
love of everything and everyone 
seemed to wash every trace of fear 
from his soul. He offers a perfect 
illustration of the truth of St. 
John’s words: “Fear is not in love.” 

As a youth he was a fastidious 
dresser, a courtier of pleasure, a 
suitor of beauty, eager for fun and 
merriment. He was actually crown- 
ed as king of revelers. As he was 
riding across the Umbrian plain, 
he met a leper begging alms. Fran- 
cis had always had a special horror 
of lepers. Putting the surs into his 
horse, he turned his face away to 
escape the repulsive sight. Then 
guickly he caught the echo of a 
voice whispering: “Amen I say to 
you, as long as you did it not to 
one of these least, neither did you 
do it to me.”

no ordinary man. Overcome with 
wonderment and awe at the 
'strange spectacle, the sultan sent 
him back safely to the Christian 
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camp. _The words of Milton in 
“Samson Agonistes” depict the 
courage of Francis, who

I saw 
in the church at Assisi a lovely 
fresco by Giotto, depicting the 
“holy nuptials of Francis with Lady 
Poverty.” It has been the theme of 
a thousand poets, sculptors, and 
painters who have found their im- 
aginations stirred by a wedding to 
so unusual a bride. It was because 
Francis had the courage to try to 
walk so faithfully in the footsteps 
of Him who did not have whereon 
to lay His head that he had so 
great a devotion to poverty. The

‘A God-intoxicated Man’ 


While Francis was gentle to 
severe with himself. Self-denial 
was his daily food and mortification 
his close-fitting garment. So severe 
was he with his body that when he 
came tc die he begged pardon of 
“brother ass the body” for having 
treated it with such secant courtesy. 
Yet instead of his mortification 
making him gloomy or irritable, it 
heightened his cheerfulness and 
deepened his joy. 

His early love of song never 
waned, and during his last illness 
he spent much of his time in sing- 
ing. A God-intoxicated man if 
there ever was one, his love of God 
and of all His creatures flowed 
from him in language so tender 
that the words seem like lyrics of 
love.

She was born in the year 1474 
in the village of Desenzano amid 
the rolling hills of Lombardy. Her 
childhood was spent in the unevent- 
ful routine common to middle-class 
Italian families, but early in life 
the quiet girl directed her heart’ 
to God. his Divine Friendship 
was not accomplished without cost 
to the girl, for God tried her fi- 
delfty until the gold of her heart 
was purged of all human attach- 
ments by the fire of sorrow. 
At twenty-two Angela found her- 
self alone in the world bereaved 
of family and friends, yet she 
could say as her Master had done 
before her, “Not my will, but Thine 
be done.” 

It was during this period of 
tribulation that God sent Angela a 
vision informing her that it was 
the design of Divine Providence 
that she would found a religious 
order. She joyfully departed to 
await the unfolding of God’s plans. 

In the early sixteenth century 
the world was seething with unrest. 
The Protestant Reformation had 
struck at the very root of Chris- 
tianity—the Catholic Church. Re- 
ligious ignorance and the relaxa- 


tion of morals added to the up-

heaval of society. Angela realized 
that the greatest need of the times 
was the restoration of true fam- 
ily life and the most effective 
means of accomplishing this was 
by the education of girls to be de- 
vout Catholics and loyal wives and 
mothers. From the time of this 
vision Angela never doubted that 
this was to b) her vocation and 
spent every moment of her life in 
preparation for that tremendous 
task. 

While she awaited God’s own 
good time in trusting simplicity and 
humble obedience to the Holy 
Spirit, forty years passed. At last 
God’s Will was manifested and on 
November 25, 1535 she called to- 
gether the twelve companions 
whom she had trained for her work, 
gave them.a Rule by which to live, 
and placed the “company,” whose 
primary purpose wag the education 
of women, under the patronage of 
Saint Ursula. In 1612 the Company 
was raised to the rank of a Re- 
ligious Order, adopted a religious 
habit and added the Rule of St. 
Augustine to its own Constitutions. 

Before her death Angela exhort- 
ed her spiritual daughters to per- 
severe in the work which they had 
begun and to cherish the honor of 
Christ Jesus to whom they had 
dedicated their lives.

Ada has been trying for two 
years to gain admission to the law 
school of her state, but officials 
of the University of Oklahoma re- 
jected her application even though 
agreeing it was in order. 


Luckily, Ada was helped by a 
legal precedent. Ten years ago in 
the case of Gaines v. Canada, the 
Supreme Court had ruled that 
Missouri must let Lloyd Gaines 
study law at the state university 
or set up a “separate but equal” 
law school for Negroes. But Lloyd 
Gaines had to wait until he was 
28 years old before his case was 
finally decided. 


The court ruled that Oklahoma 
must provide for Miss Sipuel’s edu- 
cation and “provide it as soon as 
it does for applicants of any other 
group.” Furthermore, it was made 
clear by one of the judges that a 
law school with only one student 
could hardly constitute a legal edu- 
cation. 

In response to the decision of the 
Supreme Court Oklahoma tried to 
establish a “separate but equal” 
law school for Miss Sipuel and 
maintain its policy of segregation 
by again refusing her admission to 
her state’s regular law school. 

In this separate law school for 
Ada it will be impossible for her 


that given in her regular state uni- 
versity. It is impossible for a state 
to provide a faculty for two sep- 
arate schools with equal training 
and experience, not to mention such 
expensive and important fac- 
tors as library facilities, buildings 
and curriculum. The reputation of 
such a segregated law school would 
not rank very high with the law 
profession of the communities its 
graduates would want to serve. 

“Separate but equal” 
often have been condemned as a 
wasteful duplication of effort and 
money.

Notifies Pastors 
Of Project Aim 


t Wayne—At the request of 
“ Most Rev, John F. Noll, D.D., 


dward Sweigart, Diocesan 
Bio of the National Catholic’ 
Resettlement Council, has informed 
the pastors of the Fort Wayne Dio- 
cese on the ajms and procedure in- 
volved in the diocese’s program for 
a survey on the resettlement of 
Displaced Persons of post-war 
Europe, and has suggested that the 
work begin Sunday, April 25. 


Questionnaires have been mailed 
to all the parishes and are to be 
distributed to all parishioners, who, 
according to Father Sweigart are 
to take part in the following ob- 
jectives of the Catholic program: 


“Alteration by Congress of ex- 
isting immigration laws to permit 
the entry of large numbers of 
these (refugees) people. The early 
passage of the Wiley Bill known as 
Senate 2242, is most important. 
Letters from parishioners to their 
Senators and Congress will be of 
great help. 


“Immediate preparation for quick 
acceptance of the displaced persons 
by individual families and employ- 
ers as soon as the Legislation is 
passed, This entails these three 
steps now. 


“1. Obtaining individuals who 
will agree to advance $250 to $300 
to pay for transportation of a per- 
son to this country. 


“2. To find people who will pro- 
vide housing, 


“3. To find people who will guar- 
intee employment.” 


The Bishops of the United States, 
at the request of the Holy Father, 
established the National Catholic 
Resettlement Council, a branch of 
the NCWC, at their meeting last 
fall. The program will be carried 
out on a diocesan basis under 
direction of each Bishop.

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Fr. O'Callahan 
Urges Leaders 
To Be Unselfish 


Fort Wayne — Urging world 
leaders to equal the unselfish 
leadership exhibited by many of 
the 704 survivors of the bombed 
aircraft carrier, Franklin, during 
the war, the Rev. Joseph T. O’Cal- 
lahan, S.J., delivered the final lec- 
ture of the Catholic Evidence Lec- 
ture Series at the Central Catho- 
lic High School Auditorium last 
Sunday evening. 


Father O’Callahan served 
aboard the aircraft carrier as 
chaplain at the time of the disas- 
ter and for his action during and 
after the bombing was awarded 
the Congressional Medal of Honor. 
He is the only chaplain in Ame- 
rican history to receive this medal, 
the Nation’s highest award for 
bravery. 

Outlining the qualities of the 
true leader, Father O'Callahan 
emphasized training, ability, un- 
selfishness, self-reliance and a 
sense of humor as necessities for 


leadership. 
He mentioned that one of the 
essential differences between 


leadership and followers is that 
the follower has a right to expect 
a pat on the back. The leader, 
however, must have enough self- 
reliance to get along without 
praise, : 

“It may be in our postwar Ame- 
rica that in labor, politics and 
government, the leaders are for- 
getting that the followers are hu- 
ree beings,” Father O’Callahan

Monsignor O’Grady 
Explains Program 
To Diocesan Leaders 


Indianapolis — “The members of 
Congress are not convinced the 
people of the United States want 
to accept any large number of the 
displaced persons now languishing 
in former German concentration 
camps. That is why they shelved 
the Straton bill calling for the ad- 
mission of 100,000 D.P.’s for four 
years.” 

This wag the reason given by 
Monsignor John O’Grady, secre- 
tary of the National Conference 
of Catholic Charities, for his ef- 
forts to start a grass-root move- 
ment in favor of the European ex- 
iles the United States is pledged 
to assist. 

Monsignor O’Grady visited In- 
dianapolis recently to interest Ho- 
osier Catholics in the work of the 
National Catholic Resettlement 
Council, This council, under the 
directorship of Archbishop Joseph 
E. Ritter of St. Louis, is currently 
conducting a campaign to inform 
Americans of the tragic plight of 
the D.P.’s and to prove to the mem- 
bers of Congress that America not 
only is prepared to receive a large 
portion of the more than one mil- 
lion displaced persong but actually 
needs them. 

Representatives of the four In- 
diana dioceses and a delegate of 
Governor Ralph F. Gates met in 
the Chancery Office of the Arch- 
diocese of Indianapolis to lay plans 
for the work of the Catholic Re- 
settlement Council in Indiana. 

“The United States is now spend- 
ing 73 million dollars a year to 
keep the displaced persons in Eu- 
ropean camps. We would save mon- 
ey by bringing as many of these 
persons as possible to this coun- 
try,” Monsignor O’Grady explained 
at the meeting over which he pre- 
sided. 

Surveys already made in several 
immigration, he said. A_ state 
there is room and need for a large 
immigration, he said. A _ states 
conducted survey in Minnesota 
showed jobs and houses for 8,000 
displaced persons. But Congress 
is not yet convinced, he added, and 
that is the reason why it is now 
necessary to conduct a survey in 
all the states of the union. 

“We do not intend in any way 
to promote a program that will 
push down the American stand- 
ard of living or crowd American 
workers out of their jobs for the 
Europeans,” Monsignor O’Grady 
emphasized, “but we believe we 
can prove that there is a great 
need for additional laborers here, 
especially in small towns and on 
farms, where housing shortages 
are no obstacle. 

Monsignor O’Grady told the 
Hoosier clergy that the Catholic 
Church is interested in joining oth- 
er large religious groups in a unit- 
ed program to find homes and jobs 
in the United States for the D.P.’s. 
He strongly urged that Catholics 
work with other groups in pro- 
moting a state-conducted survey. 

The work of the Catholic Re- 
settlement Council has already be- 
gun in the four diocese of In- 
diana. Questionnaires for a sur- 
vey have been mailed to all pas- 
tors and efforts are being made to 
discover how many jobs and homes 
are awaiting the D.P.’s in Indiana.

e loved those people and it was 
for them that he wrote his hymns 
—"There’s a wideness in God’s 
Mercy,” “O Paradise, O Paradise, 
who doth not crave for rest,” 
“Jesus, gentlest Saviour, God of 
might and power,” “My God, how 
wonderful Thou art, Thy majesty 
how bright,” and many others— 
“Q Saviour, bless us ere we g0; 
Thy word into our minds instill,” 
and “Hark, hark, my soul, angelic 
songs are swelling”... 

All of us know those hymns and 
love them well, yet they were 
ung for the first time in Father 

aber’s own church in London, 
during Mass, or during the even- 
ing devotions when he preached 
his beautiful discourses on our 
Lord and His Blessed Mother. 

Father Faber wasn’t old when 
he died—forty-nine. But in the 
short space of the seventeen years 
during which he enjoyed the peace 
of faith, he wrote forty-nine bio- 
graphies of various saints, together 
with ten big books on spiritual 
subjects—books showing how souls 
ean grow in holiness and union 


‘with our Lord, books that are still 
read carefully to this very day in 
many languages all over the world. 


‘Faith Of Our Fathers’ 
‘His Greatest Hymn 


But now I'd like to say a word 
about Father Faber’s greatest 
hymn. We prize things, you know, 
according to what we've paid for 
them; and Father Faber valued 
his Faith dearly. He had paid for 
it through the cutting of ties with 
his family and many of his friends, 
after a long period of anxiety and 
uncertainty, 

And as he stood at the altar, 
a priest of God, offering the sacred 
mysteries of the Mass, his mind 
must often have looked down the 
centuries at other Masses—Masses 
‘offered in great cathedrals during 
the ages of faith, Masses offered 
in the catacombs with the early 
Christians huddled in the smoky 
twilight around the altar. Masses 
in caves and hillsides when storms 
of persecution shook the land. He 
saw men chained in prisons and 
washed in their own blood for 
holding that glorious Faith. And 
so in a paean of joy, he prayed 
for perseverance in Faith and for 
Christian unity: 

Faith of our fathers! living still 
In spite of dungeon, fire and sword: 
O how our hearts beat high with 


joy, 
Whene’er we hear that glorious 
word: 
Faith of our fathers, holy faith! 
We will be true to thee till death. 
Our fathers, chained in prisons 
dark, 
Were still in heart and conscience 
free: 
And truly blest would be our fate, 
If we, like them, should die for 
thee.

Or were they not so carefully 
guarded and nurtured? Certainly, 
we are up against the fact that the

Education Expanded 


What poverty does exist in the 
United States is neither stark nor 
debasing and public and private 
agencies of succor and relief do 


dependent. 

Furthermore, we have expanded 
an enormous budget for more than 
a century on general education, in 


competence; in some, less so. 
Furthermore, there has been no 
general unemployment during this 
period; in fact, in some areas there 
has been a shortage of labor and 
everywhere wages have been ex- 
traordinarily high and attractive, 
although taxes and the high cost 
of living have cut into earnings. 
Nevertheless, crime _ increases, 
and it increases among the young. 
It is even possible to assume that 
crime has, for some children, be- 
come fun. 

Yet, never in our history have 
such efforts been made to organize 
play, to provide outlets for indi- 
vidual and collective endeavor 
(“activities,” I believe the educa- 
tors call it) than in recent years. 
In large cities, particularly, there 
are city-supported playgrounds, 
swimming pools, and such devices. 
Deal With Virtue 


Suppose we were not to deal with 
crime but with virtue! Suppose 
we were to ask why young people 
do not commit. crimes! What 
makes them good? 
I attended, as a boy, a public 
school in a New York slum—one 
of the very worst slums in this 
complex city. All of the boys came 
from what these days would be 
called “underprivileged homes.” 
I should say that for most of the 
boys, a penny was a lot of money. 
Some of the boys lunched on a 
frankfurter and roll sold by a 
pushcart peddler for a cent or two. 
I knew of boys who lunched on a 
roll with mustard to sweeten it. 
Now, I have comé across some 
of these boys 40 years later and 
many of them are fine men, some 
in the higher professions, some in 
business. There may be some 
thieves and racketeers. A few of 
my classmates were earning their 
livings as pickpockets even while 
we were in elementary school. In 
fact, I recall one boy who opened 
a school for pickpockets, but his 
pupils were very few, indeed. 


i Totally Absorbed 


What kept most of these children 
of immigrants who lived in stark 
poverty virtuous? Many of their 
parents were totally absorbed in 
the task, from sunrise to sunset, 
of earning a meager living. Few 
of their parents were literate in 
any language. 

Fewer still could speak English 
or were familiar with the mores of 
this counrty. Yet they maintained 
a high standard of ethics and were 
; guided by moral law. 

The answer, of course, is that 
they did not live secular lives. They 
were a deeply religious people 
whose personal lives were closely 
associated with God’s Law of right 
and wrong. 

And they knew God’s Law and 
handed it down to their children 
with unfailing certainty. 

Theirs was not a “relative” world 
but one in which “Thus saith the 
Lord” was controlling, 

They called it “respect,” but it 
meant obedience and love.

Urged In Present 
World Situation

Washington—In a statement is- 


ed in November, 1944, the Bish- 
as of the United States appealed 
for a “sane realism” in approach- 
ing world affairs, and declared that 
“? we are to have a just and 
lasting peace” it must be the cre- 
ation of such a realism. 

The prveaiagge of this advice is 
crystal-clear today. 
hme are urging a flight from 
fvsteria. They are drawing atten- 
tion to a tendency to see the out- 
look as extremely bright or ex- 
tremely dark. Experienced states- 
en and leaders are counseling 
against the philosophy of defeat- 
ism. 

“It is imperative,” the Bishops 
wrote in 1944, “that all our citizens 
recognize their responsibility in the 
making and maintenance of the 
peace. They must inform them- 
selves on the issues and form 
their judgments in the light of 
sound reason, and our Christian 
democratic traditions. They must 
free themselves from hatred, from 
distrust, from the spirit of mere 
expediency, from national greed 
and from indifference to right in 
the use of might, and they must 
form thei judgments on the basis 
of stern realities.” 


This is an unmistakable indict- 
ment of the philosophy of supine 
resignation. It warns the citizen 
that he cannot, as an individual, 
“let things take their course,” as- 
sume that “what is to be will be,” 
condone “power politics’ as a 
necessary evil, and bow to war as 
the inevitable way of settling in- 
ternational disputes,

If the United 
States is right the nations of Eu- 
rope are wrong, and vice versa, It 
means that et least one large sec-

It means 
that the interchange of ideas and 
information that was to make the 
world one has not been accom- 
plished. It could mean, too, that 
the people of the various countries 
are not in as close contact with 
their political leaders as they ought 
to be. More than once in history 
this hiatus has made possible pol- 
icies and national commitments 
that the people have not wanted. 


In any event, there is abundant 
proof that another observation of 
the Bishops in 1944 has not been 
taken to heart. “There is an inter- 
national community of nations,” 
the Bishops said. “God Himself has 
made the nations interdependent 
for their full life and growth. It 
is not therefore a question of creat- 
ing an international community but 
of organizing it. To do this we 
must repudiate absolutely the 
tragic fallacies of ‘power politics’ 
‘with its balance of power, spheres 
of influence in a system of puppet 
governments and the resort to 
war as a means of settling inter-

Bp. Noll Lauds 
Serra Movement 
In So. Bend Talk 


Calls It One Of Greatest 
Layman’s Organizations 
In The Church 


South Bend, Ind.—The Serra 
movement was hailed as one of the 
greatest organizations for laymen 
in the Church by the Most Rev. | 
John F. Noll, Bishop of Fort | 
Wayne, speaking at the Charter 
Dinner of the Serra Club of South 
Bend on April 23 at the Hotel 
LaSalle. 


The Serra Club of South Bend 
was officially chartered at the din- 
ner by James H. Gavin, promin- 
ent Chicago business man and 
president of Serra International. 
The charter was accepted on be- 
half of the local club by John Y. 
Hinkel, its president. 

Bishop Noll told an audience 
which included many leading Cath- 
olics of the South Bend area of 
the great need for vocations to 
the priesthood to administer to the 
fast-growing Catholic population 
of the United Staes. Parents, in 
particular, he said, should encour- 
age their sons to think more about 
vocations. 


“Too many parents unwittingly 
are obstructive in this connec- 
tion,” he observed. “Many young 
men think of vocations but find 
their parents not enthusiastic. Par- 
ents are sometimes more interest- 
ed in material things than they 


encourage, not discourage, their 
sons who want to spend their lives 
serving God in the priesthood.” 

Bishop Noll also called on mem- 
bers of the Serra Club to present 
the truths of the Catholic Church 
to their non-Catholic friends, and 
“to represent the Church credita- 
bly in your personal lives in your 
own community.” Warning that 
communist, atheistic and other 
God-hating organizations are well- 
organized, well-financed, and ex- 
tremely zealous he observed that 
Serrans should be natural lead- 
ers in opposing falsehood and mis- 
understanding concerning the 
Church with the _ truth, bigotry 
with goodwill, and prejudice with 
charity.

Destruction Of 


Churches Marked 
Riots In Bogota 


Communist-Inspired 
Attacks Also Occurred 
Throughout Colombia 


Bogota, —(NC)— Though  de- 
tails are still lacking, owing to 
communication difficulties, it has 
now been definitely established 
that the revolutionary disorders 
spread fiom Bogota to other parts 
of Colombia. As in the capital, 
they were marked elsewhere, too, 
by the burning and, looting of 
churches, convents and other re- 
ligious institutions, and by at- 
tacks on Catholic as well as right- 
ist newspapers and publishing 
houses. 

In Medellin, where order was 
quickly restored, the revolution- 
ary mob set fire to the building of 
La Defensa, a daily newspaper of 
Catholic orientation. The Pon- 
tifical Bolivarian University was 
partially ransacked. 


_In Barranquilla, priests and Re- 
ligious were subjected to attacks. 
The Salesian College and _ the 
Church of St. Nicholas were set on 
fire and sacred chalices profaned. 


In the capital, where the revolu- 
tionaries burned the cathedral, the 
archiepiscopal residence, the Nun- 
ciature and the Church of San 
Francisco, they also attacked the 
Church of che Carmel and the Col- 
lege of the Christian Brothers. 
Both buildings escaped total des- 
truction. The Jesuits are reported 
to have successfully defended their 
‘newly-built college in Chapinero. 


(No confirmation has so far been 
received of a report broadcast by 
National Radio in Bogota and 
heard in Washington, according to 
which “the charred bodies of our 
priests” have been found among 
the victims of the uprising.)
